demands for 
news of the fate of Parks declared 
that unless information about him is 
given immediately the American gov 
eminent will consider that "an un­ 
friendly and hostile act” has been 
committed in violation of the armis­ 
tice. 
President 
Wilson 
and 
Secretary 
Bryan, it was learned, drafted a strong 
communication, atter receiving word 
from the Brazilian minister in Mexico 
City that Parks had been "executed.” 
No mention was made in the min­ 
ister’s report of whether lie was shot 
as 
a spy 
after a courtmartial or 
whether his body was burned as has 
persistently been reported to General 
Funston. 
No mention was made in the Amer­ 
ican note of the course the United 
States intends to pursue in the mat­ 
ter, but an official close to the presi­ 
dent said it is one of the things which 
would be held up against the Huerta 
government when the final reckoning

M issing Consul Is Safe. 
The receipt of word by the British 
embassy from Sir Lionel Carden, Brit­ 
ish minister in Mexico City, that J. IL 
Stillman, missing American vice con­ 
sul, is on his way by rail from Saltillo 
to Mexico City, relieved the anxiety 
that had been felt by officials. 
The plan on which the mediators 
and the United States government are 
proceeding is now clear. 
They are 
certain that the Huerta government 
Is doomed and that it is only a ques­ 
tion of a short time when it must fall 
if Huerta himself does not seize the 
opportunity to step out voluntarily. 
The mediation proceedings will be 
the avenue through which Huerta, 
when he reaches the end of his rope, 
may be able to yield without too great 
personal humiliation. 
With Huerta 
out Carranza would be obliged to be­ 
come a party to the mediation pro­ 
ceedings at Niagara Falls. 
This explains in part the plans that 
Carranza has made to have unofficial 
representatives at the Falls. 
They 
v.ill not participate in the conferences, 
but will be on the ground to qualify in 
the event of favorable developments.

Rome, May IG.—At a woman suf­ 
frage meeting here, which was attend­ 
ed by about 3,000 women and a few' 
men, Dr. Anna Howard Shaw was ap­ 
plauded warmly during a speech in 
which she outlined the basis of the 
demand of women for enfranchise­ 
ment. 
Dr. Shaw said suffrage for women is 
opposed by Italian and other Latin 
men because they believe that in giv­ 
ing her the vote it will make her less 
attractive. 
This idea was ridiculed 
by the speaker. 
The meeting passed unanimously a 
resolution asking that women be giv­ 
en the vote.

conditions has failed. 
Some of the 
steps taken have been productive of 
greater evils than previously existed 
making the task of pacificators and 
mediators extremely difficult. 
In this respect the situation is akin 
to that which prevailed in Cuba before 
the war with Spain 
For years the 
conditions In Cuba grew’ worse, and 
all efforts to have Spain pacify the 
island or restore lienee and tranquillity 
proved absolute failures. 
Two admin­ 
istrations endeavored to settle tile Cu­ 
ban question which was finally left to 
the arbitrament of armies. 
Two ad- 
| ministrations have tried to settle the 
! Mexican question and yet the condi­ 
tions are grow ing worse day by day. 


Near Intervention. 
I have always believed that some 
I time intervention in Mexican affairs 
I would be us necessary as was Inter­ 
vention in Cuban affairs. 
With so 
i many American citizens living in Mex 
leo. with so much American money 
I invested, with so many foreigners with 
their investments In that country, it 
seems to be necessary for some colin 
try to establish a stable government. 
and the United States Is that country. 
It is one of those peculiar conditions 
where nobody really wants interven 
tion and yet it seems to be inevitable 
in spite of the desire of the people to 
keep out. 


International Law School. 
The senate of the United States has 
become an international law* school 
while the discussion of the Panama 
canal tolls has been going on. Not 
only have the senators Ireen instruct­ 
ing or informing each other, but they 
have been delivering speeches which 
will be referred to hereafter when in­ 
ternational complications are eonsid 
ered. 
Such discussions always follow when 
a dispute arises over the construction 
of a treaty. And it seems that it has 
been the aim of treaty makers to make 
them so obscure that they will give 
rise to just such a complication as we 
are having over the Ilay-Pauncefote 
treaty on the canal tolls. The only ad­ 
vantage the country gets out of It is 
this school of international law which

PRIMARY LAW IS BIG ISSUE 


People Should Nominate Their Own 
Candidate*— M ass Convention* 
Called By Disappointed Poll* 
tloian* to Advance Set* 
Aah Interests. 


St. Cloud, Minn., May 16.—In his 
opening speech of the campaign, de­ 
livered here last evening. Governor 
Adolph O. Eberhart laid especial em­ 
phasis on the following issues in the 
present campaign: 
After two strong endorsements of 
my administration by the people of 
this state at the general elections 
and after extensive consultation with 
the 
people 
from 
every section 
of 
the state, I have again decided to Ik> 
cotne a candidate for governor. 
I ani 
prompted to such action by a general 
demand to continue the present pol­ 
icies of state development which have 
secured for Minnesota the recognized 
leadership in agricultural, industrial 
and educational activity and which 
have brought unparalleled prosperity 
to the state. 
It is with the fullest 
realization of the duties and responsi­ 
bilities of my office and the opportuni­ 
ties for still greater service, that I 
briefly review the achievements of my 
administration and submit the same 
to the people for approval. 
I shall 
make a fair and frank presentation of 
all the issues in this campaign. Grate­ 
ful to the people of the state for the 
cordial reception at their hands and 
encouraged by these renewed expres­ 
sions of confidence and esteem, 
I 
therefore i gain submit my candidacy 
directly to the people under the pri­ 
mary law. 


The 
State-Wide 
Primary 
Law 
and 
Corrupt Practices Act. 
The most important issue in this 
campaign is whether or not the people 
of the state shall be permitted to 
nominate their own candidates for 
public office. 
At the last republican 
convention held at Minneapolis, May 
16, 1912, for the purpose of selecting 
delegates to the national convention 
at Chicago, the following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted: 
“RESOLVED, That it is the sense 
of this convention that in all future 
contests for nomination to public of­ 
fice. the people shall be allowed to 
express their preference in such man 
□er as shall give each individual an 
effective voice in the affairs of gov­ 
ernment; and therefore be it further 
“RESOLVED, That the republican 
state central committee be instructed 
to provide suitable means for eaeh 
voter to express by ballot his individ­ 
ual preference for governor of Minne­ 
sota at the coming republican pri­ 
maries." 
When I announced my candidacy 
for governor I stated that I would at 
the proper time present the same to 
the people for their approval at the 
primary election to be held on the 
16th day of June. 
My candidacy is 
not the polished product of cunning 
manipulators assuming to act for the 
people In cut and dried mass con 
ventlons, but is based on the belief 
that 
my 
service 
in 
public 
office 
has met with the approval of the peo­ 
ple of this state. I base my claim for 
consideration upon my record of serv­ 
ice in the past and upon my ability to 
do things in the future. 
I was called to the office of gov­ 
ernor by the death of John A. John 
son, whose memory we all love and 
of whose fame we are all justly proud 
I served out his unexpired term. 
At 
the republican state 
c o n v e n tio n 
of 
1910, I w a s the u n a n im o u s n o m in ee 
and after a c am p aig n o f unexampled 
bitterness 
I 
was elected 
by 
sixty 
thousand 
majority, 
carrying 
every 
county in 
th e state, 
so m e th in g no 
candidate for governor had ever done 
before in the history of the state. 
In 
1912 a combination of politicians, each 
anxious to be governor himself, pro 
claimed themselves tribunes of the 
people and opened their mud batter 
lea on my administration. 
They do 
nounced the convention system and by 
resolution demanded a direct primary 
on the governorship. To the surprise 
of some of the promoters of this reso­ 
lution, I immediately announced that 
I would convene the legislature in 
extra session for the purpose of enact­ 
ing a direct primary law'. 
I believed 
then, and believe now, that no man 
should be afraid to submit his cand! 
dacv directly to the people, and that 
any man, who so far distrusts the peo­ 
ple as to spend much time and large 
sums of money in getting up pretend­ 
ed mass conventions to dictate to the 
people whom they 
shall 
select, 
ie 
wholly unfit for the office of governor 
The legislature met in extra session 
in June, 1912, and enacted a direct 
primary law. 
Under that law I be­ 
cam e a candidate for governor and 
again received a strong endorsement 
at the general election in November. 
No one will dispute the fact that I 
am largely responsible for the direct 
primary law in Minnesota. 
It was re 
luctanUy 
passed 
by 
a 
legislature 
openly hostile to me and in the law 
itself were inserted provisions with 
the declared purpose of defeating me 
AU this is recent and familiar history 
but I call your attention to the pri 
m ary law at this time because it is 
the settled purpose of certain politi­ 
cians in this state to repeal it. 
The 


first step in the program to repeal is 
to discredit the law. 
Hence we have 
the conferences and mass conventions 
called by a few disappointed politi­ 
cians, ostensibly in the interest of the 
people, but in fact to advance the self 
ish interests of a few. 
If unsuccessful in the repeal of the 
primary law Itself, the plan is to 
amend it so that the people shall not 
be permitted to act on nominations 
until some 
self-constituted 
conven­ 
tion has determined whom the people 
shall have a right to support. 
The people of this state have em­ 
phatically 
approved 
the 
statew ide 
primary law' and they will not vote 
for men who are secretly scheming 
to repeal it. 
Few of these conspira­ 
tors have the courage to openly advo­ 
cate the repeal of the primary law, 
but actions speak louder than words. 
They 
have 
pledged 
themselves 
to 
amend the law in various ways, and 
if the people are not alert, it will be 
amended to death. 
A man with a 
long purse can get up a mass conven­ 
tion for any purpose. 
There is no law 
restricting the use of ftiuds therefor. 
He can spm d $100,000 in framing up 
county and state 
mass conventions 
and in paying hotel und traveling ex­ 
penses of delegates. 
There is no law controlling the ex­ 
penditures for such purposes. 
A man 
can spend $100,000 in entertaining and 
persuading the delegates to such a 
gathering without subjecting himself 
to any legal penalty. 
Such a candi­ 
date. bearing the indorsement of such 
a convention, is therefore unworthy 
of support. 
I hold the office of governor today, 
not because I am the choice of a 
hand picked convention of defeated of- 
Hee seekers, but by the direct vote of 
the people at the primary and regular 
elections. 
Our system of government 
guarantees to the people the right to 
elect their own officials. 
The right to 
nominate Is just as important as the 
right to elect and as long as I ara gov­ 
ernor I shall oppose every effort to 
destroy the direct primary law. 
It is therefore of utmost Importance 
that every voter attend the primary 
election on the 16th day of June next,! 
and express his choice for governor. 
It is important that the best man 
should he selected and it is also of 
the highest importance that the man 
chosen—whoever he may be—should 
he nominated by 
the 
people them ­ 
selves. Being forewarned we should be 
forearmed, and decide the question so 
emphatically at the coming primaries 
that it will forever put a stop to such 
manipulation as marked the control 
and 
domination 
of the 
elimination 
meeting.

Instead of the old method, I propose 
the adoption of a budget system under 
which every appropriation must be 
carefully itemized and presented to 
the taxpayers of the state at least one 
month in advance of every legislative 
session. 
This budget is to be printed 
and distributed to the taxpayers of the 
state so that they can examine it aud 
instruct their representatives in the 
legislature what expenditures should 
be authorized. 
The governor of the state cannot 
appropriate or pay out a single penny 
of state lands without legislative di­ 
rection and tho only fund placed at 
his disposal is his contingent fund of 
15,000. 
Distribution of State Funds. 
In the collection and distribution of 
school and road funds, Hie country 
sections are favored as compared with 
Hie large cities. 
This is a just pro­ 
vision because the rural sections in 
return contribute to the wealth of the 
cities. 
Hennepin, Ramsey and St. Ixniis 
counties paid into the state treasury 
in all forms of taxes during the year 
1913, $2,433,338.69 and received as their 
share 
of 
the 
state 
allotment 
for 
school and road purposes in the ag­ 
gregate only $788,895.85. 
This is less 
than one-third of the amount paid. 
Tho other two-thirds was distributed 
as school and road aid among tho 
other eighty-three counties. 
As a re­ 
sult, eighty of the eighty-six counties 
in the state received back from the 
state nearly twice ms much money a-s 
they pay in all forms of taxes, while 
Hennepin, Ramsey and St. Louis coun­ 
ties, including the large and prosper­ 
ous cities, receive less than one-third 
of tile amount paid. 
Tile greatest increase in state taxes 
this year is caused by the one mill 
road tax which was passed in accord­ 
ance with the constitutional amend­ 
ment adopted by the people at the last 
general election. 
In the distribution 
of this fund the country shares ex­ 
ceptionally well. 
Hennepin, Ramsey 
and St. Ixrais counties pay into the canille and m anulacturing plants.

While violations of law have been 
committed in the past, and always will 
be committed in the future, it is a fact, 
as the records of this office will show, 
that whenever such violation has been 
called to my attention, I have imm e­ 
diately taken the m atter up with the 
local law enforcing officer and have al­ 
ways been accorded an earnest as wrell 
as effective co-operation in the en­ 
forcement of the law. 
County Option. 
W hen the state county option con­ 
vention was held in Bt. Paul four 
years ago I was invited to go before it 
and explain my views on that ques­ 
tion. 
My position at that time was, 
and still is, th at when the people of 
this state, in the selection of a legis­ 
lature or otherwise, have acted upon 
any question, such action should and I 
would be binding upon me, because I 
believe in the authority of the people 
and that any instructions coming di­ 
rectly from them should he supreme. 
If in the selection of a legislature 
county option prevailed and the law j! 
passed, I should not only approve it, 
but would see, too, th a t it was strictly 
and impartially enforced. 
That is all 
any governor could do. A demagogue 
might promise more in order to secure 
votes and then conveniently forget his 
promise. 
All that he possibly can do 
is to approve and execute the law. 
I wish to call your attention

During New York Cholera Scare. 
By sheer determination and power 
of personality the late Dr. Joseph D. 
Bryant, Grover Cleveland's physician 
and closest friend, raised himself from 
boyhood on a western farm to a posi­ 
tion In which ho commanded wide re­ 
spect for Ids professional ability. 
One incident indicative of his charac­ 
ter occurred when he was New York 
state commissioner of health, a posi­ 
tion he held from ISS" until 1803. 
Cholera appeared in New York be­ 
tween these years, aud, although the 
department of health had much less 
authority than it now has, Dr. Bryant, 
believing tho emergency justified un­ 
usual measures, assumed an authority 
as health commissioner Hint has never 
been approached by any official since. 
By his command every sldp entering 
the port was held in quarantine until 
Dr. Bryant had assured himself that 
there was no cholera on hoard. Many 
delays in shipping were caused, and 
the big business men went running to 
the health commissioner frantic with 
Impatience. 
“You will stop the commerce of a 
nation.” they said. 
“ I don’t give a continental.” Dr. Bry­ 
ant replied 
“I’ll stop the cholera." 
And he did.
